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Town's Scrap Total Dimout Here After Nov. 30 


New Rules Effective For Duration; 
All House, Car Lights Are Included 


Is Now 305 Tons 


As a result of an intensive col- 
lection of scrap metal from several 
outlying farms, and of tin cans 
throughout town, Andover’s scrap 
total, Sunday evening, stood at 
305 tons. The figure is considered 
extremely good, since the town’s 
original complement was only 135 
tons. 

The house-to-house canvass for 
cans produced 7,315 pounds, which 
was immediately brought to the 
Gutterson and Gould yards in Law- 
rence, Shipment from there to de- 
tinning and processing plants will 
be made as quickly as is feasable. 

The use of 16 trucks from local 
business men and farmers, Phil- 
lips Academy and the Town of An- 
dover, were all donated, with a 
driver for each truck. Phillips Aca- 
demy assigned 40 of its students to 
help in the collecting. 

Four other trucks were used to 
pick up the heavy scrap metal from 
outlying farms, and a total of 
19,205 pounds was hauled to the 
junk yards. 

Salvage Chairman Harry I. Em- 
mons termed the grand total of 305 
tons “a remarkable figure,” adding 
that “Andover is proud of her citt- 
zens who have cooperated to make 
this achievement possible. It 
places the town well up among the 
leaders in New England’s scrap 
collecting campaign.”

Identification Required; 
Tire Owners To Register 


Fuel oil ration books for domes- 
tic users only—commercial cards 
will be distributed at a later date 
—are being issued at Punchard 
high school today and Friday from 
8:00 to 8:00. People who filed ap- 
plications at the schools in Octo- 
ber are asked to return to the high 
school to receive the ration book- 
lets. No books will be issued at 
any other schoul. 

Persons whose names begin with

An automobile license, social se- 
curity or draft registration ecard, or 
something similar will do.

Meanwhile, car owners are re- 
minded that the new regulations on 
automobile tires go into effect Fri- 
day, the deadline for re-registra- 
tion of all local car owners, listing

Andover will be dimmed out for 
the duration of the war starting 
November 30, since it is located 
well inside new dimout area limits 
established today by Major Gen. 
Sherman Miles, commanding the 
First Service Command and First 
Army. 

According to the announcement, 
the regulation will take effect in 
the part of the state lying east of 
highways connecting the New 
Hampshire border with Collinsville, 
Collinsville with Lowell, to Chelms- 
ford, to Sudbury, to South Fram- 
ingham, to the Rhode Island 
border. 

No word has been received on 
the dimout by any local civilian de- 
fense or public safety official. Such 
a program has been expected by 
them, however, for more than a 
month. 

General Miles’ order states that 
“the revised regulations are hereby 
established for the control of light- 
ing within the dimout areas here- 
inafter defined, effective Novem- 
ber 30, from one-half hour after 
sunset each night until one-half 
hour before sunrise the following 
morning for the duration of the 
war, or until such time as these 
regulations may be rescinded or 
amended. All persons entering or 
remaining in the dimout areas... 
defined below must comply with 
these regulations.” 

Dimout regulations will affect 
every type of dwelling and every 
vehicle, and will propose serious 
problems’ for law enforcement, 
street lighting and industrial agen- 
cies locally, as well as the reneral 
public. 

According to the order, “all 
lights of every nature and from 
whatever source, except automotive 
driving lights and other lights” 
(official maritime, obstruction and 
railroad signals only) “shall be 
permanently shielded, obscured or

“Another time, on a full gallop 
on my big black beast, stirrup 
busted. Had a bunch of porters 
toward the last, and all the com- 


forts of a millionnaire’s expedition. — 


Saw hippos, and heard lions every 
night. Even had a gun bearer! 
“The French live like kings here; 
I suppose it’s the only way they 
can stand it. They have ten-course 
meals—chicken, steak, wine. 
“After a medical tomorrow, we'll 
be off for another long trip. By 
the way, I lost everything I had.”

There is still confusion about the 
kinds of air raid signals and their 
“ses. The first signal is a mobiliza- 
‘ton signal, and affects only the A. 
PD eerviees, All personnel must 

{ unon hearing this signal. 

‘.e public and all traffic shall con- 
tinue under normal conditions; 
there need be no dimming of lights 
or slackening of speed, and house 
lights do not have to go out. This 
signal consists of three short and 
one long blast, repeated. 


The blackout starts upon either 
the extinguishing of the street 
lights or upon the sounding of the 
public warning of short blasts. 
Whichever comes first is the sign 
for the blackout to commence. If 
the street lights are extinguished 
before the sounding of the public 
warning, all traffic—and there are 
no exceptions—may continue to 
operate at 15 miles an hour and on 
low beam headlights. 


This regulation will continue to 
be in operation until the sounding 
of the public alarm. Wardens and 
auxiliary police have been guilty of 
error in stopping traffic before the 
sounding of the public warning. 
Upon the sounding of the public 
warning, all traffic except cars 
provided with emergency stickers 
properly lighted, must be stopped. 


Wardens are especially requested 
to pay more attention to getting 
houselights out rather than to 
stopping traffic. Almost every piece 
of service equipment properly 
lighted with a sticker was stopped 
by wardens during the last black- 
out test. This is an unnecessary 
delay of vital services. Wardens 
are requested particularly to use 
great discretion in stopping equip- 
ment.

If they cannot be so shielded or 
controlled, they shall be extin- 
guished.” 

All outdoor advertising display 
signs of every nature will be 
turned out. All exterior lights used 
for iv umination of streets, except 
automotive driving lights, shall be 
reduced to the minimum consist- 
ent with their purpose, and those 
retained in use will be permanent- 
ly and appropriately shielded. 

All exterior lights used for out- 
door manufacturing, railroad 
yards, handling or storage, and the 
like, or for construction, will be re- 
duced to a minimum intensity and 
permanently shielded. Mlumination 
caused by fires, flashes or glows 
from industrial processes will be 
similarly obscured as far as prac- 
ticable. 

Outdoor illumination of such 
areas as parking lots, playgrounds 
and filling stations will be limited 
so that no single light is more in- 
tense than a 40-watt lamp; no 
such light will be closer than 20 
feet to any other light; and all 
lights will be shielded so that their 
cone of illumination is directly 
downward. 

Lights in display or show win- 
dows of stores, restaurants, etc., 
will be limited to the equivalent of 
one 15-watt lamp for each eight 
visible out-of-doors above a_ hori- 
All such lights shall be screened 
from the main part of the establish- 
ment by a light-proof backdrop. In 
no case will a source of light be 
visible out-of-dorso above a _ hori- 
zontal plane through that source. 

All windows, doors and similar 
openings which have any light be- 
hind them and which are not speci- 
fically covered by the above provi- 
sions, in buildings of any type 
whatever (evidently this pertains 
to every ordinary dwelling-place) 
“shall be screened by curtains, 
shades, blinds or paint for not less 
than the upper three-quarters of 
their open-area, and in no case 
shall a source of light he visible 
out-of-dors above a horizontal plane 
through that source.” 

All skylights which have any 
light under them must be shielded, 
painted or otherwise covered so as 
to be completely opaque, or the 
lights beneath them must be con- 
sidered “outside lights” and ar- 
ranged as discussed above. 

The rules for all automobiles are 
as follows: 1. “The upper half of 
each headlight lens shall be com- 
pletely obscured by black paint, 
tape or other opaque material.” 2. 
Vehicles must be operated at a 


speed of not more than 30 miles an 
hour. ney Hola 

8. In thickly settled communi- 
ties, the lowest beam in the 
headlight system should be used. 
4, All parked vehicles shall have 
all lights, except parking and tail 
lights, extinguished. 

Bonfires, outdoor fireplaces, and 
anything else of that nature, shall 
be extinguished completely by dim- 
out time. 

All other out-of-door lights not 
covered ‘by the above will not ex- 
ceed the intensity of a 15-watt 
lamp, and shall be permanently 
shielded so that the light shines 
directly downward, Lights which 
cannot be dimmed according to 
these rules must be put out en- 
tirely. 

All government establishments 
will be given separate and appro- 
priate orders. Anyone else violat- 
ing any of the above regulations will 
be excluded from the _ restricted 
area and subjected to severe penal- 
ties: aliens violating the regula- 
tions will be arrested and interned.

At a meeting held last Thursday 
evening at the town hall, the newly- 
appointed OPA price panel mem- 
bers, John P. Cussen, F, Howard 
Porter and rordon Colquhoun, 
chairman, discussed the develop- 
ment program for the expansion of 
price control activities in Andover 
with H. J. Hankard, Massachusetts 
state price staff representative. 


Mr. Hankard warned that “this 
price panel realizes that the great 
majority of retailers in Andover 
have posted and filed their prices. 
It is unfair therefore to permit 
other retailers through negligence 
or wilfulness to continue non-com- 
pliance. 


“As a primary job, the price 
panel will supervise the fulfillment 
of the requirements of posting ceil- 
ing prices, filing statements with 
local boards, and preparation and 
keeping of base-period records in 
accordance with the general maxi- 
mum price regulation: this should 
have been done in July.” 

The board members intend to 
contact each of the 126 retail sell- 
ers in town to verify to what ex- 
tent these basic requirements are 
being followed. Mr. Hankard stated 
that the state office facilities were 
at the disposal of the hoard to as- 
sist merchants in understanding 
the requirements of the price con- 
trol program. Inspectors may be 
sent out to assist storekeepers 
who need help and to report on 
storekeepers who wilfully continue 
to fail to comply. 

As a further function of the 
local panels, Mr. Hankard sug- 
gested that they interest local or- 
ganizations in publicizing the 
effect and operation of the price 
control program in this area. Wo- 
men’s clubs, garden clubs, civie and 
fraternal organizations and asso- 
ciations of retailers, he said, can 
greatly assist in publishing the 
story of the fight against inflation. 

The speaker congratulated the 
new price panel members for their 
“natriotic response in serving their 
community and country in the im- 
portant war price activities.” “This 
dread disease of inflation,” he said, 
‘menaces the entire war effort, 
spreads like an epidemic, and pa- 
ralyzes our commercial channels... 
If ever community leaders were 
needed to help make our economic 
system work under stress of war 
emergency, they are needed now.”
